M adrid, Sept. 23.—The correspond­ 
ent here of The Associated Press learns 
upon high authority that the much dis­ 
cussed interview of Saturday last be­ 
tween U nited States M inister to Spain 
General Stewart L. Woodford and the 
Spanish m inister for foreign affairs,th* 
Duke of Tetuan, was m erely prelim in­ 
ary. General Woodford represented to 
the duke the gravity of the conditions 
of Cuba, and requested, in behalf of 
the U nited States, that Spain would 
find a method of speedily ending the 
war and giving justice to the Cubans. 
He offered the good offices of the United 
States in effecting a settlem ent of tile 
Cuban troubles, which practically gives 
Spain an opportunity of gracefully end­ 
ing the war. 
If she does not embrace 
it w ithin a reasonable tim e notice will 
be given that the United States must 
interfere, though G eneral Woodford 
has not said so yet. 
Spain cannot expect aid of European 
powers, as the United States ambassa­ 
dors have ascertained that all the En- 
pean countries, exoept Austria, recog­ 
nize that the interests of the United 
States justify the latter’s interference 
in Cuba. 
Austria in this m atter is in­ 
fluenced by the relationship of two 
dynasties, the queen regent of Spain 
being an Austrian archduchess ; but it 
is not likely that Austria will take any 
part in the question beyond possibly 
making a diplomatic protest against 
the intervention of the U nited States. 
W a sh in g t o n, Sept. 23.—The state de­ 
partm ent officials refuse to discuss the 
most im portant statem ent made in The 
Associated Press cable dispatch troni 
Madrid, namely, that the countries or 
Europe, w ith the exception of Austria, 
justify the interposition of the I ii ted 
States in favor of a term ination of the 
Caban war. 
Still, it is recalled while 
Mr. W oodford was tarrying iii an ap­ 
parently purp; seless m anner in London 
and Paris, instead of proceeding to his 
post in Spain, it leaked out that the 
United States ministers at the various 
European courts had been instructed 
to sound the governments to which 
thev were accredited w ith a view' to 
ascertaining how intervention in favor 
of < uba would be regarded. 
Although it w'as generally supposed 
at the time t at this effort would not 
succeed, there is now good reason to ac­ 
cept the statement in the Madrid cable 
as fully warranted by tho facts,

such a lever in the hands of Air. Wood­ 
ford. aud of its existence the Spanish 
government must be aware by this 
time, it is regarded as extremely im ­ 
probable thai it would rej< ct any ten ­ 
der of our good offices made in a spirit 
of friendship and disinterestedness.

The preamble 
recites. 
"The government shall be able to de­ 


cree a special recharge of HP per cent 
of all the duties on the products of 
w hatever nation, th a t iii the applica­ 
tion of its general tariff, snail preju­ 
dice Spanish products bv treating them 
differentially.” 
U nder this clause the governm ent re­ 
tains discretion to apply ail additional 
duty of 80 per cent if American duties 
are construed to prejudice 
Spanish 
products. 
The 
pream ble 
also 
sup­ 
presses entirely the "favored nation” 
clause and provides th at, "as regards 
commercial treaties, it is decreed that 
all treaties or commercial conventions 
wit ch effect the custom s of the island 
m ust be special.” 
The abolition of 
the "favored nation” clause is said to 
be a marked departure from the old 
system, under which tho United States 
or unv other conntry could claim all 
the advantages given by treaty to any 
other country. 
U nder the new plan 
ea h country can enioy only such tariff 
advantages as are gives it by special 
treaty.

those crimes remained undetected?

is certainly pertinent to inquire

Cincinnati and Columbus are rivals 
In the fame that arises from the for­ 
gery of election returns, and it is a 
coincidence that the com petition is in 
the alteration of figures in the total 
end the additon of tallies so as to in- i 
crease the Democratic vote by 
hun- j 
dred-s. 
The Cincinnati forgery was un 
doubtediy perpetrated on the night of 
th e election; the Columbus forgery not 
until a few days later. 
During the time that elapsed 
be 
tw een the commission of the two for- * 
geries a number of Democratic 
states- i 
men from Cincinnati had visited Co­ 
lumbus. am ong them Mr. Cogan 
and 
Mr. Alex. Sands, the proprietor of the 
Sun, who made a hasty survey of the 
field, 
carrying 
inform ation 
to

from the Democratic state committee, j 
But they, of course, did not find 
out 
anything about the fine work with a 
pen. 
The two forgeries looked 
like i 
parts of the same game, and 
might > 
well have been suggested by the same 
mind. 
They are alike in that 
they 
both raise the figure in the hundreds 
place to one of a higher denomination 1 
In the Cincinnati forgery a 7 was rais­ 
ed to a nine; in the Columbus forgery 
a 2 was raised to a 5 -a form of forgery 
that in their general character auggest 
the sam e lineage, though brought into 
life by different hands. 
On the night of the election, while 
the count was in progress, prominent 
Democratic officiate kept watch in Re 
publican precincts, and as soon as the 
result 
could be approxim ated it was 
conveyed to headquarters, and orders 
were given out for the m anipulation of 
returns in Democratic precincts.

ifnake this possible, the election boards 
In several precincts were composed en 
tirely of Democrats. 
This was 
the 
case in the Fourth ward, Precinct A. 
It is this precinct whose returns show 
the foregry of a 7 into a 9, but at what 
hour and by whom has not been es­ 
tablished. 
Evidently ’t was supposed that when 
over one hundred and forty Republi 
can ballots had been thrown away or 
destroyed, and Democratic ballots ha * 
been substituted, thus increasing the 
anticipated Democratic majority by 280 
votes, a sufficiently

been perpetrated in the name of De­ 
mocracy, and the tallies 
and 
totals 
were made up, giving the Democratic 
candidates 72*6 and the Republican can 
didates 48 votes. 
But after the books 
bad been made up with these tallies 


and totals and signed ny the judger 
and clerks, it was discovered that ad 
rlitionaI Democratic votes were need­ 
ed. 
As to the returns from 
Fourth 
ward. Precinct A, there was one of two 
things to he done—raise 726 to 1,726 or 
to 926. 
The former was too gross a 
fraud even for Gang Democrats .it Gin 
cinnati’s high water m ark of fraud. So 
the 7 was ii ade into a 9 in a bungling 
way, and two hundred tallies were add­ 
ed. and two hundred nam es to the poll

Also by the occasional m issing of a 
total on other pages, and by the face 
disclosed by an inspection of the re­ 
turns th a t the forgeries are not neatly 
or skillfully done. 
The Columbus 
forgery 
was 
done 
more at leisure. 
The work there was 
of an expert penman, and could not 
have been accomplished in 
a 
hurry 
and have been done so neatly. 
Care 
was taken to give the addition of th* 
figure the proper angle.

Then, too, the nam es on the 
poll-book that seemed to be genuine, at 
the same time that they are written in 
a heavy hand, and in very black ink. 
arp also generally written in full. 
But 
beginning with the forged names only 
an initial letter is given of the first 
name, and that generally a J, 
so that 
a dozen Js succeed each 
other down 
the columns, on 
tho 
loose foolscap 
sheets. 
Such is the “re tu rn ” from one of the 
election precincts which one 
of 
the 
Democratic! 
clerks 
counted 
without 
hesitation, thereby moving toward th* 
perfection and completion of the work 
of the forger by counting 926 for Dem­ 
ocratic 
candidates in every instance 
where the forger had omitted to change 
the sevens to nines. 
His reason was 
that 929 “appeared to be the proper 
return.” HJack to him had come to be 
white and his way of correcting the 
mistake was

It is positively amusing to look at 
this return, knowing that it was in­ 
tended to pass as a legal return and 
be counted. 
The audacity, the bung­ 
ling rascality, the silly-pated deviltry 
there exhibited rendered so pitiful by 
their failure to conceal the crim e per­ 
petrated that they cease to alarm , and 
provoke first scorn, and then mirth.
